“AT THIS SITE, Uwas privileged to 
be with my rife on my shoulder 
ready for action. On the day of the 
birth of the State of Israel... we 
acquired this national asset — a 
fortress which will not be conquered.” 

These words, written on 
Stationery bearing a picture of the 
National Library on ΜΙ. Scopus 
where he stoud guard, were penned 
ty Dr. Dov Levin. one of the 19¢8 
defenders of the Etbrew 
University. The letter was 
addressed to i comrade with whom 
he had fought as a Lithuanian 
partisan. 

Dov Levin, a native of Kavno, 
Lithuania, and a graduate uf the 
Schwabe Hebrew high schoot there, 
escaped from the ghetto in January 
1944 and fought with the purtisans 
until the Nazis were defeated. 
During the first half of 1945, he 
made his way from Vilna to Italy on 
fool, on the tops of trains and in 
horse-wagons. In October that year 
he was smuggled into Palestine as 
One of the ana‘apilim on Petro {{. 

Prior to the War of Tndependence 
and during its first month, he was 
Stationed al Mi. Seopus as a 
member of the Palmah. In June he 
was sworn into the IDF, and served 
until the armistice agreement was 
Signed in 1949, 

Today, Dr. Levin is the director 
of the Qral Hi istory Collection of the 
Hebrew University’s [nstitute of 
Contemporary Jewry. A leading 
authority on the Jews in the Baltic 
countries and un Jewish resistance 
during the Hutocaust, he has 
Published over 200 articles ond 
numerous houks in these ficlds. His 
study, Fighting Rack, for which he 
was awarded the Yitzhuk Sude 
Prize, appeared in English two yeurs. 
ago,

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A NEW photo eabibition at Yad 
Vashem beats the curious tithe “A 
Day in the Warsew Ghetto - A 
Binns Trip in Hell." Who was 
making a tip in the ghetto, 
whose bitthday τ . ee 
The visitur was Wehrmacht Ser- 
geant Heinz Joest, a hotelkeeper in 
his forties from the town of Lange- 
ue wise rear-echelon unit

September 19 was foest’s birth- 
day, and he got the day off. He 
decided to spend it in the ghetto, 
taking photographs. 
After the war, he returned to his 
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hotel business. The 129 photos ἢ 

took on his wartime birthday ie 
imained in his house untouched until 
he came βίοις them in the 198s, 
when he was putting his possessions 
in order following his wife's death, 

ΑἹ some stage after that, he con- 
tacted the German magazine Stern, 
which sent one of its editors 
Seenibee Schwarberg, to interview 

im. 

Joest died two years ago, an 
Stern recently published eget of ri 
photographs, together with a brief 
text. Schwarberg then sent all the 
photos and the text of his interview 
with Joest to Yad Vashem in 
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To mark Martyrs’ 
and Heroes’ 
Remembrance Day 
next week, Yad 
Vashem is opening 
an exhibit on the 
Warsaw Ghetto. 
Ernie Meyer reports. 


Jerusalem. 

Staff members there immediately 
fecognized the uniqueness of the 
collection. While there are other 
film and photo records of the War- 
saw Ghetto, they stem largely from 
official sources and reflect the Ger- 
mans’ contempt for Jews. Here was 
a record by a gifted amateur photog- 
rapher whose empathy with the vic- 
tims comes across clearly. 


IN THE Stern interview, Joest 

Schwarberg that for some ee 
had noticed the bodies of Jews lying 
outside the ghetto walls. “On my 
day off, 1 entered the ghetto without 


ed

difficulty. 1 wandered around the 
Streets and photographed what } 
saw, Until then I had known nothing 
about what was happening behind 
the walls.” 

He recounted how he talked to 
some Jews. When they asked how 
long things would go on the way 
they were, he told themi: “Soon the 
war will be over and everything will 
be all right and you'll go back to 
your homes." 

Joest told how he passed some 
shops, but they had no food for sale. 
pn laundry powder and pots and 

5. 


“What everything cost and how 
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much money the ghetto people had, 
I don't know. I saw people in the 
street selling potatoes, garlic or cel- 
ery. People dying of hunger didn’t 
ask me for food, because 1 was in 
German uniform. They were lying 
outside the houses among the dead, 
whom no one paid attention to any 
longer. 

“A few Jews were still well 
dressed. It was hard to believe that 
they, too, were living in the ghetto. 
During the day, people carried the 
dead away through the streets on 
carts. 1 photographed many com- 
mon graves in all sorts of places in 


_ the ghetto. Lime was poured over 


the bodies. Every night Jews tried to 
escape, and their bodies were found 
in the morning.” 

Joest also recounted how he had 
invited some army comrades for 
supper to help him celebrate his 
birthday. “I don't want to say how f 
felt during the meal. I had lost my

appetite.” 

In his letters home he did not say 
anything about what he had seen. “I 
didn’t want to upset my family. 
What sort of world is this, I 
thought." 

He did not tell his comrades, ei- 
ther. “Later on, too, when they 
burned down the ghetto, we didn't 
pay any altention.” 


EIGHTY-FIVE of Unteroffizier 
Joest's 129 photos are included in 
the exhibit mounted by Yitzhak 
Mais, the director of the Yad Va- 
shem museum, which opens this 
coming Monday, April 11. They will 
be on show here for six months, and 
will then go on tour abroad. 
The photos are very effectively 
grouped in series of six according to 
subject: street life, beggars. chil- 
dren, burial pits. Blow-ups of pho- 
tos of particular poignancy hit espe- 
cially hard. There are no captions, 
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but each group is introduced by a 
targe panel with quotations from 
first-hand ghetto reports. 

Thus, Mary Berg is quoted from 
her Warsaw Ghetto, A Diary: 

“An elderly woman is selling arm- 
bands. The cheapest are made of 
paper, with a printed Star of David; 
the most expensive are of linen, with 
a hand-embroidered star and rubber 
bands. These armbands are much in 
demand, because when the Ger- 
mans notice a Jew wearing a crum- 
pled or dirty armband, they beat 
him at once.” 

Chaim Kaplan wrote in The Wur- 
saw Diary: 

“Beggars and paupers have gath- 
ered in Warsaw from all parts of the 
country. There are types the like of 
which you have never seen. By the 
thousands they beg for food. They 
surround you and tug at your sleeve, 
wherever you turn. At one intersec- 
tion there is a group of children aged 


four to 10. They sing, and their 
voices are pleasant and their songs 
permeated with Jewish sorrow and 
grief. At infrequeal intervals some- 
one drops a miserable coin in their 
hand.” 


EMMANUEL RINGELBLUM, in 
his Nates fram the Warsaw Ghetto: 

“In some houses of the very puor, 
like those on Wolynska Street, 
whole familics are dying. Some- 
times it happens that the last mem- 
ber of the family in the apartment 
dies and his body lies there for days, 
until the neighbours notice the 
stench of the decomposing corpse. 

“A mother hides the body of a 
child for a time so as to continue 
receiving food coupons a little long- 
er. There have been cases where 
rats gnaw on the corpses. 

“The number of orphans is in- 
creasing because the grown-ups die 
first of all, especially the men. Chil- 


dren under two don't live long, for 
the simple reason that there is no 
milk at all for mothers and babies. 

“Hf the situation gues on like this, 
the ‘Jewish problem’ in Warsaw will 
soon solve itself." 

And again from Chaim Kaplan's 
report: 

“The bodies are put in a common 
grave just as they were picked up: 
naked and unwashed. Dozens upon 
dozens of such corpses accumulate 
each day in the cemetery stables to 
awail burial. A thin layer of earth is 
spread over the burial pit, but not in 
sufficient quantity to cover the 
limbs, which protrude incongruous- 
ly. In darkness they lived, in dark- 
hess they died and in darkness they 
are buried. 

“The huge mass graves will re- 
main a national legacy forever. Here 
fie our ‘unknown soldiers.’ whom all 
ef us should honour and 
Temember.” fa]

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IN FILM, as in every other art, 
there is form and content. Ideally, 
they should complement each other;

They also fail to take into account 
human nature, which is like trying to 
build a perfect house, without the 
proper bricks.

However, let me add one thing. 
As [ mentioned, this is a metaphor. 
While the story takes place many 
years ago, the intention is very much 
to discuss the present. And for audi- 
ences abroad, who are possibly less 
interested in cinematic achieve- 
ments and more curious about con- 
temporary Israel, this could be an 
interesting item. 


WHEN MICHAEL CIMINO made 
his first film, Thunderbolt and Light- 
foot, it was obvious that he was a 
gifted filmmaker. With Deer Hunt- 
er, the initial promise was more than 
fulfilled and the first seeds of mega- 
lomania were sown. They blos- 
somed to gigantic proportions in 
Heaven's Gate and like the mon- 
strous plant in Little Shop of Hor- 
rors, devoured the company that 
produced it. 

Cimino argued that his film was 
bigger than life while his producers 
were smaller, and some of those 
who sat through all four-and-a-half 


hours of the original version were 
convinced that it was a masterpiece. 

In another ef his films, The Year 
of the Dragon, the spectacle wis us 
impressive us ever, but the moral 
basis behind it was suspicious, to say 
the least. 

Now, with The Siciian, Cimino 
has taken another step sidewuys, 
and fallen into ridicule. Again there 
are scandals with the producer 
(Dino de Laurentis) over the final 
cut. The full version is over four- 
hours long, but the Americans are 
viewing less than two hours, while 
we and the Europeans are getting 
two hours and 20 minutes. 

The Sicilian is the story of Salva- 
tore Giuliano, the bandit who antag- 
onized both the law and the Mafia in 
Sicily before, during and immedi- 
ately after World War {[. The film 
starts off with one strike against it, 
because Giuliano has already been 
“the subject of a brilliant film by 
Francesco Rossi, probably one of 
the best political films ever made. 

Cimino knew this and maintained 
that while Rossi had dealt with tbe 
man’s life, he was dealing with the 
man’s dreams. But this isn’t true. 


Rossi dealt with the effect of

‘To make sume sense out of the 
man, you must either tke Rossi's 
approach, that is, to offer the few 
ailible solid facts, add the legends

s. Or, you can weave the 
slender threads you have on his life 
und come up with the grandilo- 
quent, operatic, multi-national ven- 
ture Cimino has laid on us. 

Cimino’s film simply doesn’t hold 
together. [t looks fake from the very 
heginning, the plot jumps around, 
there is no proper foundation for 
any of the characters and the inter- 
national cost deprives the picture of 
its last shreds of credibility. 

Joss Ackland is indeed a great 
talent, but he doesn't fuok, act or 
talk like the don he is supposed to 
play. Barbara Soukova appears in 
the beginning and at the end but 
Strangely disappears during most of 
the picture, which could do very 
well without her -- unless she is sup- 
posed to represent the American 
glamour which Giuliano fancied, in 
which cuse the choice of the actress 
is ludicrous. 

Terrence Stamp applies a kind of 
somnolent dignity to the part of a 
prince who refuses to share his land 
with the peasants, his main activity 
being occasional rides in the coun- 

tryside, and listening to records, 
preferably Don Carlos. - 

But the worst problem Cimino 
has with his cast is Christopher Lam- 
bert. He looks and acts like a youn- 
ger Belmondo, with a messianic ma- 
nia. His range of expressions is so 
sadly limited that you suspect he is 
just walking through. 

It is quite possible that all that 
footage that was not included in the 
final cut could have given the film 
more consistency, and elaborated 
further on relationships and acts 
which are referred to rather than 
shown here. But no amount of foot- 
age would make this film hamoge- 
nous, given the variety of acting 
styles and funny accents used by 
each member of the cast offering his 
own version of Italianate English. 

As for the parallels between Giu- 
liano and Christ sprend throughout 
the picture, from his magical resus- 
citation to his final demise by the 
most faithful of his followers, if the 
Vatican doesn't complain, why 
should we? 

Finally. Cimino the showman, 
who fis always stuaned his audi- 
ence with the size of the spectacle, 
falls short in this picture. [ce certtin- 
ly tries, notably in a nightclub scene, 
and towards the end, on a larger 
scale, in a peasant dentonstrition 
organized by the Communist party 
before elections.

Like the vegetables, 
the soup was very lemony and the 
acidity provided an excellent foil to 
the heavy richness of the meal 
stock.

THOSE ARE the statistics, these 
are the facts: The club has been 
spared the chronic problems suf- 
fered by most of the world's hun- 
dreds of Scrabble clubs in that it 
attracts even (the most casual of 
players.

IT’S BEEN 10 years since J.R. Ew- 
ing, the villain that millions love to 
hate, made his debut in Dallas. 


With the 10th anniversary show 
airing in America this weekend, and 
the season's cliff-hanger finale still 
to come, executive producer Leon- 
ard Katzman says he is not yet con- 
templating the end of the prime- 
time soap opera. But after 280 
episodes over the last decade, the 
show's red-hot ratings have shown 
some wear and tear. 

Unlike many Texas oilmen and 
institutions these days, Dallas is 
not facing bankruptcy. But its boom 
years, when it was consistently num- 
ber one or two in the ratings, appear 
over. ; 

At present it is number 21 in the 
Nielsen ratings. ᾿ 

“One of the dangers of being 
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Decade of Dallas 


number one is that when you go 
down to what is still a respectable 
position, death notices are already 
posted,” said Katzman. “At the mo- 
ment we're just thinking about next 
season, centring on two families, the 
Ewings and the Barneses, who love 
and fight like modern-day Monta- 
gues and Capulets. Dallas re- 
volves largely around J.R. Ewing's 
constant scheming and love affairs. 


“1 GUESS it was everybody's vicari- 
ous dream of sharing the wealth and 
the problems and sccing a love/hate 
hero like J.R. really for the first 
time,” said Katzman. 
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“He did things that I think no 
other character had ever done on 
television,” he said. “He fied and 
cheated and wenched, and yet he 
was also vulnerable and tender and 
the audience loved and hated him at 
the same time.” ‘ 

“They wanted to see him win and 
they wanted to see hjm lose," Katz- 
man said, “The one thing we were 
always very sure of with his charac- 
ter was that his every win had to be 
tempered by some kind of defeat 
and every defeat had to be tempered 
with some kind οὗ win.” ᾿ 

Dallas premiered on April 2, 

1978 as a mini-scries with five self- 
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contained shows. In its first full sea- 
son, 1979-80, the show evolved into 
a serial format and after the second 
season finale, the question “Who 
shot J.R.?" was heard around the 
world. 

The first show of the third season 
-- when the assailant was identified 
as Kristin Shepard, J.R.'s sister-in- 
law and mistress -- captured 76 per 
cent of all television viewers in the 
U.S. The record rating was broken 
by the final episode of M.A.5.H. on 
February 28, 1983. 

Worldwide, the show's producer, 
Lorimar Telepictures, estimated the 
audience at over 300 million. 

For the next five seasons, Dal- 
jas held either first or second place 
in the ratings. It also shaped a brash, 
chic image of a city that had long 
lived under the shadow of the 1963 
assassination of President John 
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Kennedy. εν 
“There's no question about that, 
said Terry Trippet, who owns and 
runs the Southfork ranch, site of the 
Ewing family's homestead.

Educational Tetavision, con- 
scious that it is much more diffi- 
cult to convey the significance of 
the Holocaust to schoolchildren 
born long after the and of Warld 
War fl ta parents who wore them- 
salves born after the war, bagins 
its Holocaust programmes on 
Tuesday with the feature film at 
14.05, The Way is Long. Diract- 
ed by Yisrael Becker, a veteran 
Habima actor and director, the 
film dramatically portrays the 
faars and hopes of a Jawish fam- 
ily in Warsaw at tha outset of the 
war. The focus of the film is on 
David, the young son of the fam- 
ily. Bocker, who also appears in 
tho film, was an actor and direc: 
tor in pre-war Poland. After the 
war, he worked in the Polish Yid- 
dish Theatre and in refugee 
camps in Germany. The Jowish 
film company IPA commissioned 
him to diract The Way Is Long. 
Filmed in Germany, the movie 
was first screanad in Israel in the 
early 1950s. It was hailed here as 
an authentic documentation of 
Jawish suffering and of the at- 
tempts of a surviving member of 
the family to trace the others and 
to rebuild his life, The film has 
never boen presented on 
tolovision. 

On Wednesday ot 17.30, ITV 
will screen the BBC production of 
The Dlary of Anne Frank. The 
film has been divided into two 
parts. The second part will be pre- 
sented at the same time on 
Thursday. Starring as the 13- 
year-old Anne Frank in this, one 
of the most widely published of 
Holocaust diaries is Katharine 
Schlesinger. 

Ruszka Korceak, who died last 
month, was one of the Jewish 
fighters in the Vilna Ghetto bat- 
ling side by side with tha jate 
Abba Kovner. Her book Flame as 
Ash, which she wrote in 1945, 
soon after her arrival in Eretz Yis- 
reel, is graphic testimony to the 
events of those days. Shmuel 
Huppert, himself a Holocaust sur- 
vivor, racordad a conversation 
with Korezak in January. in this 
conversation, which will be re- 
pleyed on Galei Zahal, the Army 
Radio, at 18.05 on Wednesday, 
she recalls har own experiences 
and those of others in her group 
and ponders questions which to 
this day have not been fully an- 
swered, such as the rote of the 
Judanrat head Yaatov Gans or 
the capture by the Gestapo of un- 
derground leader Itzik 
Wittenberg. 

At 18.30 on the same ven: 
Channel Two will screen Chi 
dren Draw the Holocaust, the 

- exhibition presented at Yad Va- 
shom in Jorusalam in summer 
1983. Many of the childran who 
submitted paintings and draw- 
ings had nevar visited Yad Va- 
shem and their concept of the Ha- 
locaust was confused. Only after 
they tourad the museum, and 
were confronted with some of the 
visual evifunce of the Holocaust, 
did they brqin to partially undar- 
stand whl hacf happanod. 
Immediatauly aftarwards; at 
19.00, also on Channel Two, 
three survivors of Auschwitz and 
Birkenau tuok back on the Death 
March forced upon them by the 
Germans it January, 1945, When 
the Alliad furras began to close in 


Holocaust marked 


on the death camps, the Germans 
sought to destroy all evidence of 
their atrocities. They began to 
evacuate thousands of prisoners 
from countries they had con- 
quered, marching mercilessly to 
German soil. The Germans 
thought to use tham as hostages 
towards the achievement of a 
ceasefire. The programme of tes- 
timony was produced by Beth 
Hatefutsoth. 

Viewers who remain tuned to 
Channel Two will at 19.15 be 
able to seo the 90-minute docu- 
mentary The 81st Blow, one 
apisode from tha trilogy by Haim 
Guri and Jacko Erlich. Produced 
in 1974 by the Loahamoi Hagotaot 
Musuum, the documentary in- 
cludus rare footage and stills on 
tho riso of Hitlerisin and on the 
Holocaust, as wall as recordad 
tustinony from the Eichmann 
trial. 

Yet again an Channel Two is 
the frightening documentary 
Ambulance, which will be 
screened at 20.45. The film is 
about victims of the Nazi murder 
scheme locked in an ambulanco 
spocially designed for the infiltra- 
tion of poison gas. 

Even though ho tras officially 
bean pronounced doad, there ara 
those who still beliave that Josef 
Mongele may still be alive. israel 
Radio's Avrahum Benmelech, at 
21.05 on Radio Network Two, 
Presents Josef Mengele — Sa- 
tan. The programms tries ta dis- 
cover how Mangele aluded cap- 
ture and probes tho raasons why 
before 1985 Israel made no at- 
tempt to have him officially extra- 
dited and brought here for trial, 
The programme asiso questions 
whether Mengele is indeed dead. 
The programme will be repeatad 
on Thursday on Radio Naet- 
work One at 11.05. 

Not all the programmes on the 
Holocaust dwell on the horror of 
that period. For example, Yearn- 
Ing is Moishele Braunstein’s nos- 
talgic longing for the pre-war 
Shteti life that is no more and 
which for him symbolized his 
gofden era. This can be seen at 
21.00 on Wednesday on Chan- 
nel Two. 

Also on Channel Two at 
21.30 is Liberation from 
Auschwitz, a documentary 
showing the Russian forces fiber- 
ating the Auschwilz death camp. 
By the time they arrived, the Ger- 
mans had evacuated most of the 
prisoners, Only the very sick and 
the feeble remained. The film 
shows the welcome recaption the 
prisoners gave the Russians and 
the initial eatment Russian doc- 
tors gave the amaeciated 
campiings. 

Viewers who feel that they can- 
not stomach such a sight can, at 
tha sama hour, switch to ITV, 
where Knesset Membor Yitzhak 
Ari and his singer son Shlamo 
talk about how their respactiva 
lives were shaped by thair sepa- 
rate backgrounds. Artz senior 

and his wife are hath Holocaust 
survivors who, while their chil- 
dren were qrowing up, refrained 
from talking to them about World 
War Il. However, they have adopt- 
ed a dilforent akiude with thelr 
qtandchildren. Father and: son 
4ppear in From Generation to 
Genoration. 

Yitzhak Artz alyo apposrs in 
The Orphans of Transnistria, 
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which will be broadcast on Radio 
Network One at 22.05. 

In 1942, the Jews of Bukovina 
were deported across the Dnies- 
ter River to Transnistria, In the 
camps there, 170,000 Jews, both 
local and deportess from other 
places, perished. As a rasult, 
thousands of children were or- 
Phaned and left without any re- 
sources, and the heads of the 
ghettos establishad orphanages 
for them. The programme de- 
scribes these orphanages and the 
children who “graduated” from 
therm. 

Simultaneously, ITV will 
screen tha prize-winning Swiss 
production, The Lifoboat is 
Full, which talls the story of a 
group of refugees, thrown to- 
gether hy chance, who try to 
cross into Swilzerland during the 
war. Diractor Markus Imhoof was 
nat interested in showing yet an- 
other scene of Jews being porse- 
cuted somewhere in Europe. 
What ho wanted to illustrate was 
that even in an allogedly neutral 
country such as Switzerland, 
prejudice, hypocrisy and anti- 
Semitism could be as firmly root- 
ed as anywhore else. The film 
Stars Tina Engel, Curt Bois, Ren- 
ate Steiger, Mathias Gnadinger 
and Michaol Gempart. 

On Thursday at 07.05, Galei 
Zahal addresses itself to Tzofan 
Edma: Shivitl, the latest book by 
the author calling himself Ka-tzet- 
nik 135633, recently published by 
Hakibbutz Hameuhad. Shmuel 
Atzmon will read sections from 
the book, against the background 
of appropriate music. 

At 09.05, Galel Zahat will 
launch 8. day-long programme, 
Where was the Sun?, which will 
give as broad a view as possible 
of the six years that shattered a 
people. With Pinhas Eidan, Azaria 
Rapoport and Edna Shavit as 
moderators, the programme will 
introduce survivors coming from 
different backgrounds. They will 
include underground fighters, 
people who hid in the ghettos, 
concentration camp inmates, 
people living on forged papers, 
Partisans. 

In 1942, 192 children from the 
orphanage administered by Jan- 
usz Korczak went on their final 
journey. Korezak himself led 
them. The Dead Canary, which 
wilt be presented on ETV at 
09.30, gives a heart-breaking 
glimpse of day-to-day life in the 
Orphanage in a dramatic recon- 
struction producad by Lea Leiba 
and directed by Jackla Barkan, 
The film, which sters £li Goren- 
stein, was scripted by Shmuel 
Hasafri. 

One would imagino that con- 
centsation-camp inmates living in 
thoir Individual hells would graat 
Prospective freadom anthusilasti- 
cally. But this doesn't always 
seem to be tha case. Yes, thera 
was joy in the thought that finally 
thoy would ba iiberated from the 
Nazi yoke, but for papple who 
had been dehumanized, broken 
in spirit and daprived οἱ avary- 
thing of ethical, pooral or material 
valug, tharo was an awiul fear οἵ.

A different Danny Kaye, a far 
cry from the comedian, stars with 
John Rubenstein, Carl Reiner, 
Kim Hunter, Eli Wallach and 
George Dzundza in the 1981 pro- 
duction Skokle, based on actual 
events in the comfortable Chica- 
go suburb in which 40 per cent of 
the population is Jewish. Many 
are Holocaust survivors who are 
shocked when an American Nazi 
organizer selects Skokle as the 
site of his next rally. When the 
Jews organize a protest, the Nazi 
leadar takes his case to the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union, de- 
manding his right to freedom of 
specch. The film will be shown at 
10.30. 

At 12.30, the documentary 
The Same Heaven the Same 
Earth follows Hashomer Hatza‘ir 
youth from all over the world on a 
Journey of romombrance through 
Poland: the Warsaw Ghetto, the 
Cracow Jewish cemetary, Ausch- 
wilz and Treblinka. The young- 
Slors ware accompanied by two 
adults whose own youth had 
been spent in concentration 
camps. 

For those who were not there, 
and who are neither the children 
nor grandchildren of those who 
wero there, the Holocaust may 
have little mora relavance than 
anything olso they learn about 
Jewish history. The Signifi- 
cance of the Holocaust in our 
Generation preoccupies Israel 
Radio's Elihu Ben-On. For two 
hours baginning at 14.00 he will 
moderate a programme in which 
IDF conscripts meet in a question- 
and-answer session with Holo- 
caust survivors Binyamin Yaari 
and Miriam Lavon, from Poland 
and Slovakia respectively. The 
programme will be relayed on 
Radio Network Two. 


On avery Martyrs and Heroes 
Remembrance Day, no Personal- 
ity is better remembered than 
Janusz Korezak (Henryk Goldsch- 
midt).

THE SURPRISING aspect of “Sky- 
line,” an exhibit of photographs de- 
picting Isract's urban and rural Iand- 
scape, is that the imagery hardly 
refiects the lncal environment. 
What has been collated by Micha 
Bar Am, the Tel Aviv Museum's 
Curator of Photography, are groups 
of black and white or coloured 
prints by 23 photographers that echo 
a diversity of visual opinion that 
turns a show of landscapes into a 
show of considered “personal" 
pictureniuking. 
Bar Am provides the viewer with 
a balance of approaches and a fair 
variety of technival mannerisms, 
from the poetic Acre scascnpes in 
clouded preys by Simcha Shirman to 
repitinted picture postcards by Ronit 
Shani that graphically emphasize 
“place and time." Nell) Folberg's 
large atmospheric calour prints are 
classic examples of expansive hori- 
zons bathed in magnificent light de- 
scribing the ulternating qualities of 
elegance and strength of natural 
forms. The sublime surrealism of 
Nan Wollfs desolate vale and lone 
tree was photographed with a pin- 
hole camers; while Shaul Adam has 
photographed Jandscapes construct- 
ed from architectural prens, A con- 
ceptual series, “Creation,” by Har- 
ry Zeltlin, is indicative of the 
medium's function as a narrative 
toot.

Since then he has covered all of 
Israel's wars and the tensions that 
preceded them.

RUBINGER HAS covered some of 
Tsruel’s most joyous moments, like 
the reception for the heroes of En- 
tebbe, as well is bitter internal 
struggles like the violent evacuation 
of Yamit.

Becker himself estimates that 
there are “dozens of private messen- 
ger services in the country today, 
perhaps ἃ hundred of them," even 
though their legal status is question- 
able. Officially, only the Ministry of 
Communications can authorize a 
body to deliver mail. 

As the situation is now, according 
to the ministry spokeman, “The 
Postal Authority by law hus a mo- 
nopoly on the delivery of letters and 
small packets of up to 500 grams." 
(δὰ ordinary letter weighs less thun 


There are only a few exceptions to 
this monopoly on ietters and smail 
parcels, I was told: 

it is permissible for a hired mes- 
senger to deliver a letter éf he is in 
the direct employ of either the send- 
er or the recipient. This covers the 
hordes of messengers on the regular 
staffs of offices in the public and 
private sector. 

It is also permissible to attach a 
letter to a parcel of over 500 grams, 
which is outside the scope of the 
Focal Authority's regular monopo- 


Another exception is made for the 
court system to hire outside messen- 
gers to track down people in order 
to deliver a court summons, 8 court 
order, or other documents relating 
to the judiciary process, 

The Ministry of Communications 
has also licensed a very limited num- 
bor of ather bodies to deliver letters 
and parcels. Such licences today are 
held only by Egged Parcel and by a 
limited number of taxi companies. 

So far, neither the Ministry of 
Communications nor the Postal Au- 
thority itself has done much, if any- 
thing, to clamp down on the scores 
of private mail messenger services 
operating without legal licences. 
This situation may soon change as 
the Pasta! Authority itself increases 
its own facilities for express mail. 


TO COMPETE for a piece of the 
fast mail pie, the Postal Authority 
has already instituted a new service 
which it calls “Fast Express™ (ex- 
press maheer). At 113 branches in 28 
Cities, a letter or small parce! mailed 
before 10 a.m. will be delivered to- 
the-door by messenger the same 
day, even in another city. Price is set 
by weight, From Nahariya to Beer- 
sheba, for instance, a one-kilo par- 
cel costs NIS 5.10 by Fast Express.

‘The public has caught 
on quickly to using these correctly, 
and does virtually 100 per cent of 
the time," Becker reports, noting 
that in Tel Aviv, for instance, 90 per 
cent of the letters posted in the yel- 
low local-only boxes ge p.m. reach 
their destinations the following day. 

Proper use of ZIP codes, howev- 
er, is not so ingrained. Only 60 per 
cent of letters carry the code which 
makes automatic sorting possible. 
Letters without a code, or with a 
code in the wrong place, drop out of 
the machines. 

The code should be in the lower 
left quarter of the envelope, on the 
same line as the city name. 

Because the machines are set up 
primarily to scan Hebrew, the ZIP 
code should be placed to the left of 
the town name. This should be done 
even if the address is written in En- 
glish, although this means that the 
code comes before the city, not after 
it. Strange as that may look, it has 
an added advantage: Letters mailed 
from the U.S. will be less likely to 
arrive circuitously via an American 
postal zone with the same code. 
Many letters addressed to me in an 
area of Tel Aviv have come by way 
of Hannibal, Missouri. 

Spokesman Becker points out 
that ZIP code usage can be even 
more helpful in a small country such 
as Israel than in the huge United 
States. There, there are only enough 
possible combinations of five digits 
to zoom in on the town, or general 
area of a metropolis. Here, a five- 
digit code can denote a very specific 
neighbourhood, usually one post- 
man's delivery route. 

Some 14 per cent of letters are 
spewed out of the automatic sorting 
machines because stamps are not in 
the correct place in the upper right- 
hand corner of the envelope. Also 
for automatic sorting, there must be 
at least 14% centimetres of blank 
space at the bottom of the envelope, 
after the line with the city and the 
ZIP code. 


MORE THAN one million pieces of 
mail are handled by the Israel postal 
service daily, and about 85 per cent 
of this is business mail of various 
sorts, much of it emanating from 
banks. ‘On a per capita basis, every 
Israeli citizen receives fewer than 
100 pieces of mail in a year (but that 
includes children, who hardly get 
any). The U.S. per capita mail fig- 
ure is over 600 pieces annually, That 
is mainly because Americans get 50

¢ From the 16th century until the ex- 
pulsion of the Venetian Jews be- 
tween 1943-1945, the ghetto was a 
centre of Jewish activity, 

Riccardo Calimani has brought 
together in this work the research of 
a variety of Jewish and Christian 
scholars - Israelis, Italians and 
Americans. Writing in a straightfor- 
ward prose, he has made the history 
of the ghetto available to the general 
reader. 

The author deals with the three 
strands — politics, culture and finan- 
cial dynamics ~ which animated the 
history of the ghetto, as well as with 
the Inquisition and the attitudes of 
the church, which were regularly in 
flux. He explains why merchants 
were so vital to the general Venetian 
economy and traces the develop- 
ment of the Jewish community in 
the ghelto, showing how it main- 
tained itself throughout the persecu- 
tions as well as during the calmer 
periods. 

In his conclusion, Catimani 
writes: “The Jewish culture of past 
nd present arouses keen interest 
today. For while the condition of the

JOHN CAREY'S The Faber Book of 

(Faber, London, 706 pp.. 
£19.45) is unquestionably a treasure 
chest, but in the end comes off as a. 
bit too much of a good think. 

Carey, an Oxford English profes- 
sor and literary critic, admits at the 
end of his introduction that for “four 
years 1 have regularly pestered 
friends and acquaintances and any 
likely stranger with whom I managed 
to get into conversation for sugges- 
tions as to what might be included in 
this book." One can too readily 


imagine the professor's interro- , 


tees tossing out any suggestion 
just to get him off their backs. And 
based on the results, Carey was like 
the girl who just couldn’t say no. 

If almost everything in the collec- 
tion is worth reading, then almost 
everything can be defined as repor- 
tage, which is perhaps not surpris- 
ing, since the vast bulk of all writing 
is expository to begin with. To begin 
with, Carey gives us Thucydides on 
the plague in Athens in 430 BCE. 
We're then carried along through 
the death of Socrates, Caesar's inva- 
sion of Britain, the burning of 
Rome, the siege of Jerusalem (by 
Josephus), the eruption of Vesuvius 
(Pliny the Younger is invited by his 
uncle to see the havoc up close, but 
declines because he “preferred to go 
on with my studies”), the Black 
Death, the discovery of America, 
Nelson losing an arm, Mary Queen 
of Scots losing a head, Balaclava, the 
Titanic, Pear! Harbor, Auschwitz, 
Nagasaki, Armstrong on the Moon 
and the fall of Ferdinand Marcos. 

‘War and atrocities, of course, grab 
a righangr ad central role in the 
book, but the multiple accounts of 
such events as Waterloo and D-Day 
are especially valuable to have. The 
last battle reported on is Sabra and 
Shatilla, with Robert Fisk of The 
Times laying the blame squarely on 
guess which stiffnecked people. Par- 
ticularly memorable is George 
Orwell's account of getting shot in 
the Spanish Civil War, and of Marcel 
Junod’s description of the bombing 
of Barcelona: “It was atrocious. | 
saw one of the attendants recover a 
small blond head.

Other interesting findings: journal- 
ists on average are no more liberal 
in their political views than the 
general population; nearly as many 
men as women clip coupons; about 
one half of all news stories are said 
by their sources to contain at least 
one error; veiled attributions (“a 
high-ranking government source”) 
increase “intrigue and reader in- 
terest... and did not adversely affect 
believability”; and only one third of 
the books that literary editors re- 
ceive are deemed appropriate for 
review.

PAUL TAYLOR is regarded the 
world over as one of the most pro- 
vocalive and impartint choreog- 
maphers of modem dance. Elis work 
is known in israel from his com:
